He has good stock. lives 
in alog house and is raising a tonite of 
half-breeds. ~*How came Mr. Reain here. 
and how did he get such a large farm?” I 
asked. ‘Ream js 9 citizen, sir,” they said. 
“He is Vinnie Heam’s brqther—Vinnie 
Ream, the sculptress, who mavrrjeq Liey- 
tenant Hoxie. Ream married a squaw— 
Choctaw squaw. He has all the rights of 
an Indian now. He can own all the land 
I saw the squaw wife of Mr. 
Ream at the station. I eould hardly tell 
her from a pure white woman. She wore 
a poke bonnet with flowers in it, and a sty- 
lish ulster. She talked and laughed and 
joked with the white people, and was as 
sharp at repartee as the beautiful. flirting 
Kentucky girls are. There are many edu- 
cated squaws among the Cherokees, Creeks 
and Choctaws, like Mrs. Ream; and they 
are being picked up <4 the whites every 
day. At Qiks Mr. Phillips is running a 
large store, Many pictyfesquely dressed 
Indians were sitting on their Bootes around 
it. They did not have m4 scalping knives; 
but they all wore slouch hats, with big red 
and yellow feathers in them. As Mr. Phil- 
lips is a white man, I asked him how he got 
his right toopenastore. ‘Is hea citizen?” 
“No, Phillips isn’t a citizen, but his brother 
is. His brother married a squaw, and Phil- 
lips does business in the name of h's brother. 
His brother protects him and claiins owner- 
ship.” Soe, you see, one white man can 
marry a squaw, making him a citizen, and 
then protect a whole drove of brothers and 
sisters who wish to do business in the 
region. 


Davis’ Account of His Capture. 


Jefferson Davis, in his book, ‘The Rise 
and Fall of the Confederate Government,” 
gives this account of his capture: ‘My 
horse and those of my party proper were 
saddled preparatory to a start, when one of 
my staf who had ridden into a neighboring 
village, returned and told me that he had 
heard that a marauding party intended to 
attack the camp that night. This decided 
me to wait long enough to see whether 
there was any truth in the rumor, which I 
supposed would be ascertained in a few 
hours.
